GOD’S  FAITHFULNESS  IN  NINGPO 

China’s  Millions 

China  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  largest  nations  in 
the  world.  Its  legendary  history  goes  back  to  about 
thirty  centuries  before  the  Christian  era,  and  its  true 
historical  period  is  conceded  by  Western  scholars  to 
date  from  2,000  or  2,200  B.  C. — in  other  words 
1,500  years  before  the  founding  of  Rome,  700  years 
before  the  Exodus,  300  years  before  the  call  of 
Abraham.  She  has  a very  early  civilization,  and  is 
world-famed  for  her  inventions,  such  as  the  mariner’s 
compass,  gunpowder,  the  art  of  black  printing,  and 
the  unique  manufacture  of  silks,  porcelain,  lacquer 
ware,  etc. 

China  is  a large  country,  twice  as  large  as  the 
United  States  or  the  entire  continent  of  Europe.  The 
Chinese  Post  Office  estimate  of  population  in  1925 
for  China  and  her  outer  territories  was  485,508,838. 
Now  according  to  a recent  census  survey  the  total 
population  of  China  is  estimated  at  five  hundred  mil- 
lions. Note  this  increase  in  twelve  years.  This 
means  that  every  fourth  person  in  the  world  today  is 
a Chinese.  Both  the  death  rate  and  birth  rate  are 
very  high. 

The  Old  Religions 

It  is  usually  stated  that  the  three  main  religions 
in  China  are  Confucianism,  Taoism,  and  Buddhism. 
Confucius,  who  lived  in  the  sixth  century  B.  C.,  was, 
strictly  speaking,  not  a religious  leader,  but  a philoso- 
phical and  moral  teacher,  because  he  was  silent  regard- 
ing a future  life.  He  lived  a practical  life  and  had 
nothing  to  do  with  idol  worship,  yet  the  system  em- 
bodies the  worship  of  nature  and  of  departed  spirits, 
ancestors  in  particular.  Now  the  hardest  thing  for 
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the  Chinese  to  give  up  is  the  ancestral  worship,  because 
they  regard  it  as  one  way  of  showing  respect  for  their 
parents,  so  it  still  remains  the  heart  and  soul  of 
Chinese  religion. 

Taoism  is  a kind  of  Chinese  philosophy,  because 
its  founder  was  a great  philosopher,  born  fifty  years 
before  Confucius.  There  are  many  legends  about 
his  death.  Some  say  that  he,  riding  on  a blue  ox, 
went  away  across  the  Great  Wall  and  disappeared. 
Some  say  that  he  was  caught  up  like  Enoch  that  he

should  not  see  death,  and  became  one  of  the  spirits 
in  heaven.  Later  on  people  forsook  the  essence  of 
his  teaching  and  turned  it  into  all  kinds  of  grotesque 
superstition.  People  ask  the  Taoist  priests  to  heal 
sickness  by  charms,  to  bind  the  demons  by  magic, 
and  to  make  them  spirits  through  their  secret  medi- 
cines. It  has  brought  the  Chinese  into  bondage  to 
innumerable  demons  and  evil  spirits  and  is  responsible 
for  a great  variety  of  absurd  beliefs  and  harmful 
practices.  It  has  less  influence  among  the  educated 
class,  though  his  followers  still  claim  the  Mountain 
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of  the  Dragon  and  the  Tiger  in  Kiangsi  Province  as 
their  headquarters. 

Buddhism  was  introduced  into  China  from  India 
in  67  A.  D.  by  the  Emperor  Ming  Ti  of  Han  dynasty, 
who  saw  the  great  light  in  a vision  and  sent  several 
delegates  to  the  West  seeking  after  the  truth.  They 
went  to  India  instead  of  going  to  Judea.  According 
to  the  Chinese  history  some  of  Buddha’s  dry  bones 
were  brought  back  from  India  on  the  back  of  a white 
horse.  The  Emperor  built  a temple  in  honor  of  the

white  horse,  and  worshiped  the  bones  of  Buddha  as 
relics  in  a shrine.  The  Chinese  interpreted  the  Large 
Vehicle,  the  Buddhist  book,  into  the  best  classics. 
They  erected  pagodas  and  other  ornamental  buildings 
which  attracted  Chinese  scholars  a great  deal.  More- 
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over,  the  doctrine  of  the  transmigration  of  souls, 
the  theory  of  cause  and  effect,  the  study  of  a life 
after  death,  and  future  punishment  seemed  to  its  fol- 
lowers to  shed  some  light  upon  the  fate  of  the 
dead  and  thus  has  drawn  to  itself  a vast  number  of 
adherents  besides  filling  China  with  its  numerous 
temples  and  idols. 

China  Mast  Be  Evangelised 
There  are  about  ten  million  Mohammedans  in 
China,  a million  and  a half  Catholics,  six  millions  of 
the  Miao  and  other  tribes,  two  million  of  the  boat- 
people  in  the  south,  but  only  a half  a million  Protestant 
Christians.  These  are  eighty  per  cent  illiterate. 
Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  Chinese  are  yet  spiritually 
blind  and  subject  to  idolatry.  It  is  estimated  that

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there  is  one  minister  of  the  gospel  in  China  to  every 
476,462  persons. 

“The  latest  statistics,”  Dr.  R.  H.  Glover  says, 
“put  the  number  of  resident  missionary  centers  at 
1,149,  while  the  officially  recognized  cities  alone  num- 
ber 2,000  or  more.  It  has  to  be  remembered  also 
that  three  fourths  of  the  people  of  China  live  in  the 
rural  districts,  while  two  thirds  of  the  foreign  mis- 
sionary forces  and  one  third  of  the  Chinese  workers 
are  located  in  cities  with  populations  of  50,000  or  more. 
When  all  the  facts  are  put  together  it  is  found  that 
nearly  one  half  of  China  proper  is  still  unreached  by 
the  gospel.” 

There  are,  therefore,  still  over  fifteen  hundred 
principal  cities  in  China  unoccupied  by  missionaries. 
There  are  thousands  of  towns  and  villages  which  have 
never  heard  the  gospel,  and  vast  areas  of  country

are  without  a single  gospel  witness.  . There  is  much 
land  in  the  interior  parts  of  China  yet  to  be  possessed. 
What  an  awful  responsibility  we  have!  What  a 
great  opportunity  we  have ! The  greatest  need  in 
the  world  today  is  for  missionaries  and  Chinese  work- 
ers to  evangelize  these  unoccupied  and  poorly  worked 
areas.  8

Even  in  Ningpo,  this  well-known  city  in  Chekiang 
Province,  there  is  much  land  yet  to  be  possessed  and 
evangelized.  Ningpo  means  the  “Peaceful  Wave” 
in  Chinese.  It  is  a harbor  city,  and  is  one  of  the 
largest  fish  markets  in  the  world  today.  This  city  was 
opened  as  one  of  the  five  sea  ports  to  foreign  residence 
and  trade  after  the  opium  war.  Hundreds  and  thou- 
sands of  tourists  come  to  visit  Ningpo  every  year. 
It  has  become  very  noted,  owing  to  its  being  the  na- 
tive city  of  Generalissimo  Chiang-Kai-Shek.  Chekiang, 
the  smallest  among  the  eighteen  provinces,  is  slightly 
larger  than  Ireland,  or  about  the  size  of  the  State  of 
Maine.

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Ningpo  is  near  the  sea,  situated  in  the  eastern 
part  of  Central  China.  The  scenery  is  picturesque, 
and  the  ocean  breeze  is  very  healthful.  This  city  is 
well  known  for  its  honey  peaches,  bamboo  work,  in- 
laid work,  and  wood  carving.  The  means  of  traveling 
in  the  interior  is  by  raft,  ricksha,  junk,  and  sedan 
chair.  Last  year  there  were  more  than  sixty  streets 
widened  for  bus  lines.  We  have  electric  lights,  trains, 
automobiles,  and  telephones.  Ningpo  is  now  be- 
coming quite  a modern  city.

The  people  of  Ningpo  are  adventurous,  traveling 
all  over  the  country  as  successful  business  men;  they 
then  return  to  their  home  city  to  retire.  The  popula- 
tion now  numbers  about  500,000.  The  people  are 
quite  religious,  going  regularly  to  the  temple  to  wor- 
ship the  idols.  The  largest  temple  covers  a hundred 
acres  of  land,  and  houses  a thousand  monks.  Here 
the  people  pay  large  sums  of  money  for  a paper  pass- 
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port  from  the  temple,  in  order  that  their  departed 
souls  can  be  delivered  from  the  tortures  of  hades. 

The  first  mission  school  in  China  was  started  in 
Ningpo.  It  has  over  eighty  years  of  history.  Six 
denominations  and  about  thirty  missionaries  are  work- 
ing in  Ningpo.  There  are  two  mission  high  schools 
and  one  large  well  equipped  hospital.  A large  church 
seats  two  thousand,  and  is  packed  with  people  during 
the  revivals  every  year.

The  Old  and  the  Nezv 


Old  China  was  quite  different  from  the  China 
of  today.  Within  the  last  quarter  of  a century  things 
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'have  changed  rapidly.  When  I was  a boy  I saw  the 
evil  practice  of  foot-binding,  and  was  much  impressed 
with  the  suffering  of  the  little  girls  upon  whom  this 
evil  custom  was  inflicted.  The  length  of  “lily”  feet 
is  only  three  inches.  Sometimes  they  cut  off  some 
of  the  toes  in  order  to  conform  to  the  standard. 
About  eighteen  months  of  torture  are  required  for 
a little  girl’s  foot  to  be  brought  to  the  right  shape. 
The  custom  dates  from  A.  D.  916.  There  is  now  a 
strong  anti-foot-binding  movement  which  owes  its 
origin  to  Christian  influence,  as  Jesus  said,  “If  the 
Son  therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free 
indeed.”

The  practice  of  killing  the  female  infants  has 
been  practically  abolished,  too.  In  China  boys  are 
more  desirable  than  girls  because  sons  perpetuate  the 
family  name.  Mothers  often  killed  their  baby  girls 
immediately  after  birth  and  hung  them  on  trees  to 
curse  their  god  for  not  sending  a boy.  They  were 
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sometimes  drowned  or  exposed  on  the  ground  to 
be  eaten  by  wolf  dogs. 

A Chinese  man  may  have  several  wives ; women 
are  only  their  play  toys.  One  may  still  hear  these 
heathen  women  say  that  they  hope  to  be  born  dogs 
in  the  next  world  so  as  to  have  greater  freedom. 
Since  the  New  Thought  movement,  however,  which 
began  in  1919,  equality  between  men  and  women  is 
being  demanded,  and  the  position  of  women  has  been 
elevated.  According  to  the  new  law,  girls  may  inherit 
their  parents’  property,  just  as  the  boys. 

Child  labor  and  slave  girls  are  still  popular  in 
China,  and  opium  addicts  are  still  common  even  in  the 
new  China.  Though  the  child  welfare  society,  or- 
ganized by  Chinese  Christians,  tries  to  prevent  the

slave  practice  and  the  government  is  very  strict  about 
such  things,  the  practice  continues.  The  central 
government  recently  took  drastic  steps  toward  abolish- 
ing the  use  of  opium,  even  executing  those  who  sell 
opium,  but  still  the  terrible  custom  goes  on. 

The  New  Life  movement  tries  to  free  people 
from  superstitions,  such  as  fortune-telling,  idol- 
worshiping,  and  sorcery,  as  well  as  from  their  peculiar 
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Nettie  D.  Nichols 
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ideas  of  wind  and  water.  The  old  Chinese  believe 
that  there  is  a certain  realm  in  the  air  for  the  de- 
parted spirits  of  their  ancestors.  They  are  afraid  to 
build  their  houses  too  high  lest  they  penetrate  their 
ancestors’  realm.  Before  they  make  the  tombs  they 
must  go  to  the  experts  to  ask  about  certain  theories, 
in  order  that  the  tombs  may  bring  them  luck.  That 
is  the  reason  why  there  are  so  many  of  them  in  the  rice 
fields.  Of  course,  the  modern  Chinese  do  not  be- 
lieve such  things,  especially  the  university  sudents  who 
have  received  a Western  education. 

During  the  last  few  years  China  has  made  great 
progress  in  the  construction  of  new  buildings.  The 
government  has  built  a number  of  sky  scrapers,  and 
has  removed  tombs  in  order  to  build  highways.  The 
city  god  of  Ningpo  was  torn  down  and  the  temples  were 
turned  into  public  schools.  Concerning  worship  in 
the  temple,  Brother  Bang  says : “As  a boy  I used  to 
worship  the  ancestral  tablets  and  the  kitchen  god 
every  morning.  Once  I went  to  the  temple  with 
my  mother  to  worship  in  a room  where  there  were 
five  hundred  idols.  I didn’t  know  which  one  was 
really  my  god.  Later  I learned  that  Marco  Polo  was 
one  of  them.  Now  I worship  the  living  God  instead 
of  these  dumb  idols  made  by  hands.  There  is  love 
in  true  religion,  but  there  is  only  fear  in  idolatry. 
The  Spirit  of  love  has  cast  out  the  spirit  of  fear. 
Praise  His  Name!” 

The  Beginning  of  Bethel 

“Looking  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of 
our  faith” — thus  Bethel  Mission  was  opened  in  June, 
1912.  Mrs.  Nichols  relates  the  opening  of  the  work 
as  follows : “God  spoke  the  word  to  His  handmaiden 
to  open  an  orphanage.  At  this  time  I had  about 
sixty  cents,  so  I had  to  walk  step  by  step  in  His 
prepared  way.  Two  days  later  a letter  came  from 
America  containing  a draft  for  $100.00  which  fund 
had  been  started  a month  before  I got  the  word  of 
command  from  the  Lord  to  step  forth.  It  was  indeed 
a step  of  faith.  Looking  alone  to  the  Lord  Jesus  and 
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trusting  fully  in  His  sure  word  of  promise,  I went 
to  Ningpo  from  Shanghai,  where  I had  been  for  over 
two  years  during  the  Chinese  revolution. 

“We  began  with  four  orphans  and  a few  Chinese 
helpers.  The  work  gradually  grew  and  from  time  to 
time  under  His  guidance  new  departments  were  added. 
Also  from  the  beginning  He  has  confirmed  His  Word 
with  signs  following,  so  that  many  have  been  healed 
in  answer  to  prayer,  and  others  have  been  delivered 
from  demons,  and  God’s  name  has  been  glorified. 
Many  are  the  times  He  answered  prayer  in  supplying 
our  temporal  needs  as  we  kept  ‘looking  unto  Jesus.’ 

“In  1922  the  Lord  helped  us,  so  that  we  were 
able  to  purchase  land  for  a permanent  home,  and  soon

after  we  erected  some  small  cottages  along  the  walls 
and  moved  into  these.  Many  times  we  have  had 
blessed  visitations  of  the  Holy  Spirit — both  orphans 
and  helpers  as  well  as  hungry  hearts  from  the  outside. 
From  the  beginning  it  has  been  a ‘Home  of  Prayer.’ 
The  year  1928  marked  the  beginning  of  a revival 
which  has  continued  to  the  present  time.  As  the  Holy 
Spirit  began  to  draw,  many  hungry  and  thirsty  ones 
have  come  to  worship  with  us,  and  also  entire  families 
have  been  brought  out  of  heathen  darkness  into  the 
glorious  light  and  liberty  of  the  gospel.

“Annual  Bible  conventions  are  held,  to  which 
many  hungry  hearts  are  brought  together  from  various 
places  for  ten  days  of  sitting  at  His  feet  and  studying 
His  Word  and  waiting  before  Him.  As  we  come  to- 
gether in  His  name,  He  always  meets  us. 

“It  was  also  in  1922  that  the  word  of  the  Lord 
came  to  us  to  begin  a faith  pile  of  stones  for  the 
foundation  of  our  administration  building.  We  had 
but  $100  Mex.  ($50.00  U.  S.  currency)  as  the  founda-

tion  of  a $17,000  Mex.  building,  the  plan  for  which 
was  also  given  us  by  the  Lord.  In  three  years'  time 
He  enabled  us  to  pay  this  amount  off  entirely  and 
without  using  propaganda  or  any  human  method  to 
raise  the  money.  We  simply  looked  to  Jesus  and 
He  moved  the  hearts  of  His  people  who  chose  to  give. 
Most  of  the  money  came  from  Chinese  sources.  The 
chapel  which  was  included  in  this  building  soon  be- 
came too  small ; so  we  built  an  addition  to  it,  and 
above  this  a girls’  dormitory  for  the  Bible  school 
students.  He  also  enabled  us  to  build  a men's  dormi-

tory  and  a parsonage,  Bible  school  classrooms  and 
lastly  our  Thanksgiving  building,  described  in  a later 
chapter. 

“In  1931  the  Lord  graciously  visited  us  with  a 
mighty  outpouring  of  His  Spirit.  At  this  time  our 
beloved  pastor  Joshua  Bang  was  saved  and  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  was  called  into  the  ministry.

Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith,’  and 
praise  Him  for  His  faithfulness  all  these  years,  and 
the  assurance  that  He  will  remain  faithful  to  the 
end.” 


Bethel  Mission 

“Bethel”  means  the  house  of  God.  It  is  a home 
for  the  aged  as  well  as  for  the  young.  It  is  the 
prodigal  son’s  home  and  the  fallen  one’s  refuge.  As 
the  years  go  by  the  work  is  growing.  Twenty-seven 
years  ago  it  started  with  four  orphans ; now  we  are 
caring  for  about  two  hundred  persons.  It  is  like  a 
flower  developing  from  the  bud  into  the  full  blossom. 
With  the  freewill  offerings  given  by  our  Chinese 
Christians,  we  built  a three-story  building  last  year 
and  called  it  our  Thanksgiving  Building. 

Last  term  we  had  ninety-six  students  in  the  Bible 
school  from  different  parts  of  China — forty  boys  and 
fifty-six  girls.  When  we  return  to  China,  we  hope  to 
have  two  hundred  students.  Pray  for  our  Bible 
school  that  many  young  people  will  be  prepared  by 
the  Lord  for  gospel  work.  Pray  also  that  the  Lord 
will  help  us  to  open  a branch  Bible  school  in  Ma  Yiao 
in  Wuchow  district.  We  have  the  land  but  lack  the 
finance  and  workers. 


Outstations 

We  have  ten  outstations — all  self-supporting — 
where  our  Bible  school  students  preach  and  the  signs 
are  following.  Praise  His  Name! 

Our  first  rural  branch  is  in  Hun-Don,  about 
fifteen  minutes  by  train  from  Bethel.  The  man  who 
owns  the  house  in  which  we  hold  the  meetings  there 
is  the  district  elder.  His  wife  was  saved  in  our 
home  through  divine  healing.  She  dedicated  her 
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house  to  the  Lord,  and  is  soon  going  to  rebuild  it  to 
be  more  suitable  for  the  gospel  work.  About  thirty 
have  been  baptized  in  that  place. 

Don-Au  is  our  next  branch,  which  is  shut  in  by 
high  mountains.  These  mountain  people  are  very 
crude  and  rough.  Our  sister,  Ruth  Chang,  takes 
charge  of  that  work,  and  the  Lord  has  blessed  her 
ministry.  Last  year  they  had  a week  of  special 
meetings,  when  more  than  three  hundred  people  at- 
tended the  services.  Nineteen  were  baptized  as  the 
first-fruits.

Before 
we  left  China  we  baptized  eight  converts  there.  Pray 
for  the  founder’s  family,  that  his  children  may  all 
turn  to  the  Lord.

Our  fourth  branch  is  in  Fong-Geo,  where  there 
is  a large  foreign  hospital  under  Chinese  management. 
It  is  a city  of  five  thousand  population,  but  had  been 
without  a single  gospel  mission.  Our  gospel  hall  was 
opened  there  at  the  request  of  the  doctors  and  nurses. 
People  there  are  very  superstitious.  Some  of  the  older 
people  would  not  let  us  take  their  pictures  because 
they  were  afraid  that  their  spirits  might  be  shut  up  in 
the  camera.  Pray  for  them  that  they  may  see  the 
light. 

Our  fifth  preaching  place  is  in  Tze-Ki,  where  we 
have  services  in  a hospital.  There  the  Lord  saved  Dr. 
Chen  and  his  whole  family.  Tse-Ki  is  a very  im- 
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portant  railway  station  about  twenty  miles  from 
Ningpo.  The  people  there  are  very  hungry  for  the 
old-time  religion,  and  a number  have  received  the 
Baptism  with  the  Holy  Spirit.  May  God  keep  them 
true  to  the  end.

The  sixth  outstation  is  in  Ma  Yiao,  where  a gos- 
pel hall  has  been  opened  recently.  Sister  Lee,  who 
was  once  our  Bible  school  student,  takes  charge  of 
the  gospel  work  there.  Quite  a number  have  been 
converted  through  divine  healing.  Four  of  their 
number  are  now  in  Bible  school,  preparing  for  the 
Lord’s  service.

He  was  born  a new 
creature  that  night  and  his  new  name  is  Joshua  Bang, 
meaning  that  his  mission  is  to  lead  the  Chinese  across 
their  Jordan  like  Joshua  of  old. 

His  Personal  Testimony 

After  being  only  a professing  Christian  in  a 
heathen  family  for  more  than  twenty  years,  I was 
at  once  set  free  from  drinking,  smoking,  and  gambling, 
and  how  happy  I was  when  all  these  burdens  rolled 
away.  In  a vision  I saw  the  old  rugged  cross  with 
Jesus  Christ  nailed  on  it,  shedding  His  precious  blood. 
I could  not  help  leaping  for  joy,  crying  that  the 
Lamb  of  God  had  taken  away  all  my  sins.  As  I 
looked  out  and  saw  the  white  snow  on  the  window 
pane,  the  Holy  Spirit  instantly  reminded  me:  “Though 
your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as 
snow.”

His  Fiery  Test 

How  the  Lord  Tested  My  Faith 

When  the  Lord  is  blessing,  the  devil  gets  busy. 
In  the  school  some  criticized  me  as  being  fanatical 
and  making  too  much  noise  in  prayer  meeting.  Some 
advised  me  to  enter  a seminary  and  prepare  to  be  a 
denominational  preacher  in  a certain  big  church.  I 
knew  all  of  this  was  not  of  the  Lord.  In  my  heart 
Jesus  was  every  thing  and  He  is  still  all  the  world 
to  me.  I wanted  to  give  up  all  things  for  Him  and 
follow  Him. 

When  I resigned  from  the  school  the  first  trial 
I met  was  from  my  own  family.  My  father’s  op- 
position and  my  wife's  persecution  all  came  together, 
as  the  Bible  says:  "A  man's  enemies  are  those  ot  his 
own  house.”

How  the  Lord  Led  Me  to  Study  in  Central  Bible

tist summer  convention  as  one  of  the  speakers.  I 
was  much  encouraged  to  study  the  Word  in  America. 
At  that  time  I did  not  possess  a cent  for  my  ocean 
passage.  After  a few  months  I went  to  Nanking 
for  revival  meetings  in  Brother  Nathan  Mao’s  church 
There  I met  a college  friend  who  is  a successful  busi- 
ness man  in  the  capital.  He  gave  me  a gift  of 
$100  in  Mex.,  and  said  to  me,  “Once  I had  a call

but  I backslid.  Now  you  go  to  study  the  Bible  for 
me.  If  my  business  is  prosperous,  I shall  give  you 
more  later  on.”  It  gave  me  a surprise,  but  I knew 
this  was  one  of  God’s  earnests.  Then  I wrote  to  my 
father,  telling  him  that  I was  going  to  America.  This 
time  I didn’t  receive  a scolding  but  an  encouraging 
letter  with  a check  for  $300  Mex.  toward  my 
passage.  35 


While  I was  in  Shanghai  holding  meetings  in 
several  places,  I received  gifts  amounting  to  about 
$500  Mex.  Praise  the  name  of  the  Lord ! Before 
I went  to  the  American  Consul  to  get  my  visa,  an- 
other $300  Mex.  came  from  my  Nanking  friend. 
Then  before  I left  Ningpo  the  dear  Chinese  Chris- 
tians gave  me  the  little  gifts  they  were  able  to  bring. 
Then  while  I was  on  the  tender  going  out  to  the 
steamer  another  $50  came  that  I changed  into  Ameri- 
can money  in  Japan  for  my  railroad  fare  to  Spring-

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field.  It  was  plainly  the  Lord’s  will  to  lead  me  to 
Central  Bible  Institute,  and  here  I found  the  very 
atmosphere  charged  with  the  presence  of  God.  How 
true  it  is  that  when  the  Lord  leads,  He  provides. 


His  Saving  Power 

Salvation  Worked  Out  in  China 


A few  years  ago  a slave  girl  was  brought  to  our 
home.  She  had  been  beaten  nearly  to  death  by  her 
master.  Now  she  has  become  a Christian,  and  be- 
fore I left  Ningpo  I baptized  her  as  my  sister  in  the 
Lord.  She  is  studying  at  our  orphanage  school  and 
is  very  bright.  There  are  many  like  her  in  our 
orphanage,  having  received  His  wonderful  grace. 
These  children  sometimes  have  a real  spirit  of  prayer.

Quite  a number  of  girls  in  great  distress  are 
taken  into  our  home.  One  girl  came  to  us  like  a wild 
beast,  having  been  sold  to  a prostitute  at  the  age  of 
only  seven  years.  After  a short  time  she  was  beauti- 
fully converted  and  received  the  Baptism.  What  a 
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wonderful  Saviour  we  have.  Another  girl  who  had 
been  deserted  by  her  fiance  came  to  our  home  nearly 
crazy.  She  tried  several  times  to  commit  suicide,  but 
the  Lord  saved  her.  Now  she  has  been  through  our 
Bible  school  and  has  become  a Bible  woman — a new 
creature  in  Christ,  loving  the  Lord. 

Our  place  is  also  home  to  quite  a few  aged  peo- 
ple. How  happy  they  are  to  be  able  to  study  the 
Bible  in  their  old  age!  It  is  a joy  to  hear  some  of 
them  sing  in  the  Spirit. 

The  Lord  is  blessing  our  Bible  school.  We  had 
ninety-six  students  last  term- — forty  boys  and  fifty- 
six  girls.  Most  of  these  have  a definite  call  from 
God  for  His  service.  This  year  we  have  eight  grad- 
uates— all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit.  One  of  these 
graduates  is  fifty  years  old,  formerly  demon  possessed, 
but  now  saved  and  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit.  One 
of  our  students  is  a man  sixty  years  old  and  a very  dili- 
gent student.  His  purse  is  converted,  too.  When  the 
Lord  spoke  to  him  about  consecration,  he  came  to  me 
with  a written  will  that  a piece  of  land  of  about  six 
acres  and  an  endowment  fund  of  $3,000  Mex.  will  be 
offered  to  the  Lord  to  build  a branch  Bible  school  in 
his  home  town.  He  asked  me  to  pray  that  all  the 
saints  in  this  country  might  become  interested  in  this 
proposed  branch  Bible  school,  because  within  fifty 
miles  around  that  district  there  was  no  Pentecostal 
church;  yet  people  there  are  hungry  for  this  wonder- 
ful salvation,  and  there  is  much  land  yet  to  be  pos- 
sessed. 

Our  enlarged  chapel  with  seating  capacity  of 
four  hundred  is  already  too  small  for  our  annual 
convention.  Last  year  there  were  about  eight  hun- 
dred from  different  places  to  attend  these  meetings. 
Most  of  these  people  are  very  poor,  but  it  is  wonderful 
how  the  Lord  met  our  need  through  freewill  offer- 
ings. They  came  together  so  hungry  and  thirsty  for  God 
and  His  Word  that  during  the  ten  days  over  seventy 
received  the  Baptism  with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  many 
souls  were  saved. 
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During  the  convention  the  Lord  baptized  with 
the  Holy  Spirit  a well  known  Baptist  pastor  on  the 
platform  one  night.  That  morning  he  had  tried 
to  argue  with  me  against  speaking  in  tongues  but  I 
prayed  with  him  in  my  room.  Now  he  is  a real 
Baptist — not  by  water  only  but  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  fire.  We  are  praying  that  if  it  is  the  Lord’s 
will  he  may  come  to  our  Bible  school  as  one  of  our 
teachers.

In  our  church  we  have  four  hundred  and  nine 
baptized  members.  Every  Sunday  afternoon  it  is 
filled  with  hungry  souls  from  different  churches  and 
gospel  halls  in  Ningpo.  In  this  city  of  450,000  and 
within  a hundred  miles,  Bethel  is  the  only  Pentecostal 
mission.  That  is  why  the  Lord  has  opened  for  us 
ten  outstations  within  that  district,  and  He  is  blessing 
these  places  by  saving  souls  through  the  preaching  of 
the  Word,  and  is  performing  different  kinds  of 
miracles.  One  blind  man  was  healed  while  they 
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were  yet  praying,  and  cried  ont:  “Jesus  is  living; 
I can  see  now.”  Though  he  is  poor  and  ignorant,  he 
can  testify,  “Whereas  I was  blind  now  I see.”  Many 
have  been  saved  through  deliverance  from  demon 
possession  and  opium  smoking. 

One  woman  who  lives  near  our  home  was  once 
an  opium  addict  and  was  possessed  in  the  night  by  evil 
spirits.  These  demons  can  seduce  their  captives  by 
bringing  food  and  doing  evil  at  night.  They  are  able 
to  transform  themselves  into  different  forms — some- 
times a monkey,  a rat,  a cat,  or  a beautiful  girl  or 
handsome  young  man.  People  who  have  these  demon 
visitations  usually  become  very  thin  and  pale  and  the 
medical  doctors  are  not  able  to  do  much  for  them. 
This  woman  was  such  an  addict  that  her  husband  did 
not  know  what  to  do  with  her,  but  it  proved  to  be 
the  only  way  to  bring  the  whole  family  to  Christ.  He 
came  to  ask  our  help  and  some  of  our  sisters  prayed 
for  her  one  whole  night.  By  claiming  the  victory 
through  the  Blood  they  held  back  the  demons  and 
they  could  not  come  in  to  visit  her  any  more.  The 
next  day  the  family  gave  up  all  their  heathen  idols,  the 
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kitchen  god  and  the  ancestral  tablets.  Now  she  is 
entirely  free  and  looks  like  a new  person.  Her  hus- 
band and  the  whole  family  have  accepted  Jesus  as 
their  Saviour  and  have  been  baptized  in  water. 

A medical  doctor  came  to  our  home  for  divine 
healing  because  he  had  stomach  trouble  which  seemed 
to  be  incurable.  One  day  while  the  Lord  was  deal- 
ing with  him  about  sin,  he  tried  to  run  away  because

he  was  a church  member  and  did  not  want  to  humble 
himself.  He  was  restrained  by  the  Lord  and  returned 
to  us,  and  in  our  chapel  he  wept  like  a child  for 
several  hours.  We  prayed  for  him  and  he  began  to 
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confess.  As  soon  as  all  of  his  sins  were  confessed 
his  stomach  trouble  was  gone,  too.  A short  time  later 
he  and  his  wife  received  the  Baptism  with  the  Holy- 
Spirit  and  his  whole  family  accepted  Christ.  Before 
I left  China  I had  the  opportunity  to  visit  his  home, 
and  there  found  them  keeping  the  family  altar  every 
day.  Even  though  he  is  a doctor,  he  never  uses  any 
medicine  for  himself,  because  Jesus  is  the  physician 
for  him. 

He  opened  a gospel  hall  in  his  hospital,  and  many 
patients  have  been  led  to  Christ  through  his  ministry. 
While  I was  there  I could  feel  the  very  atmosphere  of 
his  home  was  charged  with  the  presence  of  God  like 
heaven  on  earth. 

The  way  God  opened  another  gospel  hall  for  a 
heathen  hospital  is  very  wonderful,  too.  One  of  our 
sisters  asked  me  to  pray  for  her  unsaved  husband  in 
that  hospital.  I went  there  with  her.  After  the 
prayer  service  was  over,  some  of  the  doctors,  nurses, 
and  patients  asked  me  to  preach.  As  we  began  to 
sing  it  seemed  that  they  were  so  interested  in  the 
service  that  even  one  of  their  board  of  trustees  came 
to  me  and  asked  me  to  pray  for  his  eyes.  Before 
I prayed  for  him  I sincerely  asked  him  to  confess  his 
sins.  This  old  gentleman  is  a very  fine  type  of  man. 
He  did  confess  and  decided  to  give  up  smoking  and 
drinking.  He  took  a box  of  cigarettes  and  a pipe 
from  his  pocket  and  gave  them  to  me.  Then  he 
reverently  knelt  down  and  closed  his  eyes.  After 
prayer  he  said  to  me,  “This  gospel  is  so  wonderful, 
I want  some  more.”  So  after  lunch  we  had  another 
meeting.  I asked  them  if  they  would  like  to  have 
meetings  hereafter  in  the  hospital  and  they  raised 
their  hands  unanimously.  Now  we  have  a gospel  hall 
there.  This  is  the  way  that  the  Lord  works,  so  that 
these  people  may  have  an  opportunity  to  get  saved. 
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His  Wonderful  Ministry 

Hozv  God  Used  Us  Among  the  Students 
Having  taught  five  years  in  high  schools,  natural- 
ly I love  these  students.  My  first  missionary  trip  was 
to  Hashing  High  School  (my  Alma  Mater)  for  a 
ten  days’  revival.  This  was  the  first  time  for  these 
Presbyterian  school  students  to  kneel  down  before 
God.  After  these  meetings  both  the  students  and  the 
faculty  organized  a “Purity  Club,”  which  encourages 
young  men  to  live  a holy  life.  Many  of  the  students

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in  China  are  bound  by  demons  of  lust,  and  only  the 
living  Christ  can  help  these  young  people  to  resist 
these  unclean  demons. 

While  there  I also  had  meetings  in  the  Kashing 
Hospital.  There  were  seventeen  nurses  who  came  to 
the  altar  at  one  time  and  wept  their  way  through  to 
victory.  One  among  them  received  the  Baptism  and 
is  now  one  of  our  Bible  school  students  much  used 
of  the  Lord. 

Once  we  had  a week  of  meetings  in  S-Ming  High 
School.  On  the  last  day  these  students  were  so  con- 
victed that  they  cried  to  the  Lord  for  mercy  at  the 
altar.  They 'handed  in  their  debasing  novels  and  pic- 
tures and  we  had  a big  burning  of  hundreds  of  them. 
They  shouted  and  sang  and  clapped  their  hands.  Then 
they  made  restitution  to  the  school  authorities.  It 
was  such  a surprise  to  them  that  their  proctor  had  to 
confess  that  he  was  a poor  proctor  because  he  had  not 
been  able  to  search  them  out.  But  Jesus  can  search 
out  their  hearts  and  bring  the  evil  to  light.  Since 
giving  up  their  unclean  literature  they  have  bought 
Bibles.  Many  of  them  are  still  loyal  to  Jesus  and 
continue  to  attend  our  services. 

Last  spring  we  held  a week  of  meetings  in  Soo- 
chow  in  a co-ed  high  school.  About  eight  hundred 
students  attended  the  services.  On  the  last  day  more 
than  two  hundred  accepted  Christ  as  their  personal 
Saviour.  One  of  their  teachers  has  been  through  a 
mission  high  school  and  college  and  has  taught  in 
mission  schools  for  eleven  years,  yet  he  was  not  a 
Christian,  but  praise  the  Lord,  this  time  he  took  a 
definite  step  to  confess  Christ  in  public.  It  thrilled 
my  soul  with  joy  because  he  had  been  my  classmate 
in  college. 

Just  after  these  meetings  we  went  to  Bridgeman 
High  School  in  Shanghai  for  another  week’s  revival. 
How  gracious  our  Lord  was  toward  us.  Over  a hun- 
dred girl  students  and  several  of  the  teachers  were 
saved  in  this  meeting. 
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Besides  these  public  meetings  we  had  personal 
work  with  students  and  faculty.  They  always  brought 
out  some  very  philosophical  and  perplexing  questions 
but  the  Lord  is  our  counsel,  and  the  Bible  itself  an- 
swers their  questions.  For  instance,  while  we  were 
in  Kinghwa  a well-known  lawyer  came  to  argue  with 
us  about  his  marriage  question.  He  had  three  wives. 
The  Lord  showed  us  the  exact  scriptures  for  him,  and 
even  his  eloquent  debate  could  not  change  the  Word 
of  God.  The  lawyer  soon  saw  the  point,  laughed  over 
his  own  inability  to  argue  against  the  Word  of  God, 
and  was  convinced.

His  Wonderful  Opportunity 

How  God  Has  Opened  Wide  the  Doors  in  China 
Since  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Shan- 
tung Province  in  1931,  it  is  much  easier  to  preach  the 
Pentecostal  message  in  China.  Even  missionaries  and 
Christian  workers  from  other  denominations  are  re- 
ceiving the  Pentecostal  teaching  and  are  being  filled 
with  the  Holy  Spirit.  Church  members  are  becoming 
awakened  and  receptive. 

Our  general  Chiang  Kai  Shek’s  making  public 
confession  to  being  a Christian  means  much  to  the 
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whole  country.  Moreover,  Soong  Mei  Ling,  his 
American-educated  wife,  received  the  light  from  her 
mother  who  was  Pentecostal.  They  have  started  the 
Moral  Cultivation  Club  among  the  soldiers,  and  now 
about  two  million  soldiers  are  under  strict  moral 
discipline.  Later  on  they  started  another  movement 
which  is  well  known  as  The  New  Life  Movement. 
It  is  quite  influential  upon  the  Chinese  mind  and  life. 
In  reality  it  is  a moral  and  religious  movement  more 
than  political  and  social.  They  begin  to  do  away 
with  idols  and  superstitions ; this  paves  the  way  for 
the  Christian  gospel  with  its  message  of  a change  of 
heart  and  a new  life. 

Now  the  door  is  wide  open  in  China  and  people 
are  hungry  for  salvation.  Even  when  our  Bible 
school  students  held  meetings  for  the  soldiers,  the 
soldiers  were  humble  enough  to  get  down  on  their 
knees.  The  jail  in  Ningpo  and  some  of  the  schools 
are  open  to  the  gospel,  too.  Once  I preached  to  five 
hundred  public  school  students  in  the  hall  which  was 
once  the  seat  of  Buddha’s  shrine,  and  there  sang 
hymns  of  praise  and  preached  the  Word  with  power 
from  on  high.  It  is  easy  to  have  street  meetings 
everywhere,  and  Bible  studies  are  being  carried  on  in 
many  places.  The  people — rich  or  poor,  educated  or 
illiterate — never  tire  of  hearing  this  glorious  old  story. 

His  Heart’s  Call 

The  field  is  white  for  the  harvest,  but  the  laborers 
are  few.  There  are  only  about  half  a million  out 
of  four  hundred  eighty-five  million  Protestants.  Forty 
thousand  a day  are  going  into  Christless  graves  with- 
out God  and  without  hope. 

Dear  friends,  China  is  calling,  yea  is  pleading 
with  you,  to  come  over  and  help  her.  They  are  stretch- 
ing out  their  arms  for  help  and  are  crying  for  salva- 
tion. It  is  the  midnight  call  from  a far  country  in 
darkness.  It  is  a call  to  everyone.  The  call  from 
the  valleys  and  hills  of  China  is  never  still — pleading 
with  you  to  GO  and  PRAY  and  GIVE.  If  you  can- 
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not  go,  you  can  give,  and  always  you  can  shout  the 
victory  in  prayer. 

I,  as  your  Chinese  brother,  have  come  to  your 
country  and  bring  this  call  to  you.  The  call  was 
never  louder;  the  opportunities  were  never  greater; 
the  need  was  never  more  urgent  than  today.  I plead 
with  you  DO  REMEMBER  CHINA’S  NEED! 
Listen  to  the  choking,  crushing  cry  of  these  little 


Hungry  hearts  seeking  the  true  light 
at  a revival  meeting. 
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Chinese  Brownies  struggling  to  be  heard.  Have  a 
heart  toward  these  old  Chinese  grandfathers  and 
grandmothers.  This  is  the  best  time  to  give  and  to 
pray  for  China,  in  her  time  of  crisis. 

Have  a missionary  spirit  in  your  church,  so  that 
it  becomes  a living  member  of  Christ,  and  its  glory 
can  be  found  in  winning  souls.  What  greater  work 
can  you  accomplish  than  through  being  a missionary 
church?  Cling  to  the  Cross  with  one  hand  and  reach 
out  for  others  with  the  other.  God  promises  that  if 
you  do  this,  you  shall  shine  as  the  stars  forever  and 
ever.  Don’t  be  empty  handed  when  Jesus  comes. 
Help  us  win  souls  for  Christ  as  your  crowning  stars. 
Pray  that  the  Lord  will  speak  to  you : “Whom  shall 
I send  and  who  will  go  for  11s?”  I am  so  anxious  to 
hear  you  answer,  “Here  am  I ; send  me !” 

Dear  friends,  it  pays,  as  it  is  said : 

Live  for  self,  you  live  in  vain, 

Live  for  Christ,  you  live  again. 

Let  us  unite  in  our  prayers,  and  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  reapers  into  China.

A Word  from  the  Missionary  Secretary 
We  trust  that  every  reader  will  enter  into  the 
spirit  of  our  dear  Brother  Bang’s  appeal  and  yield 
unreservedly  to  God,  being  willing  to  pray,  to  give, 
and  to  help  our  Chinese  friends  and  brethren  in  every 
way  possible  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel  in 
China.  One  of  the  most  effective  ways  is  in  pray- 
ing and  giving  for  the  training  of  the  young  men 
and  women  of  China  who  are  offering  themselves  for 
the  evangelization  of  their  own  people.  They  have 
the  language ; they  know  their  people ; they  can  live 
on  less  money  than  a foreigner.  The  Missions  De- 
partment of  the  General  Council  will  be  happy  to  re- 
ceive any  offerings  for  this  worthy  cause.
